Paris, Sept. 19.—The council of 


ministers decided" today to pardon 
Dreyfus in principle. 
The pardon 


will take effect in a few days. Drey- 
'us has relinquished his appeal for a 
reversal of the judgment of the court 
martial. 


The announcement that 
Dreyfus 


wns to be pardoned hud already been 
discounted by predictions nnd there 
was absolutely no excitement dis- 
played along the boulevards 
when 


he newsboys run along; at about 3:15 
p. m. with the first editions coiitain- 
ng the statement tlmt the cabinet 
md decided to pardon Dreyfus. 


The newspapers sold quickly but 
here wns no rush for them upon the 


rt of the boulevnrders. 
Those who bought the papers sat 


down in front of the cafes and rend 
he announcement without comment. 
Every one expected it and the deci- 
ilon met with no opposition. 


The Droits tie L' Homme, the so- 


-ialist organ, said: 


"Our task remains the same after 


as before the liberation of Dreyfus, 
o continue the campaign against all 
;hose who are responsible for the 
'orgerles, traitors nnd false wit- 
nesses, even though they may be cov- 
ired with glittering decorations." 


"In principle," is an idiom seldom 


used In semi-official announcements 
of forthcoming action. 
It seems to 


have but slight bearing on the mat- 
ter except, perhaps, that it' implies 
he fulfillment of various formalities 
lefore the pardon is actually Issued. 
hereby qualifying the announce- 
ment of the pardon with slight tenta- 
tveness. 
It is not known yet whether the 
mrdon includes amnesty. 


There Is much remark here on the 


strange coincidence of the death of 
M. Scheuerer-Kestner, the first chain- 
lion of Dreyfus and to whom Drey- 
!us will virtually owe his freedom, 


Measures have been taken in Renncs 
in connection with it and it will have 
a good effect generally. 
The news- 


papers now publish the first semi- 
official announcement of the cabinet's 
decision without comments. 


The Journal Des Debats, however, 


snys: 


"We are assured that the family 


will receive nn order for Dreyfus to 
leave 
Renues, 
unperccived, 
very 


shortly, during the night time. The 
government does not know, or in any 
case, does not sny, where Dreyfus is 
going." 


The Journal Des Debats, however, 


follows the foregoing with the re- 
port that Madame Dreyfus has ta- 
ken a villa at Folkestone, near Do- 
ver, England. This report lias been 
denied, but many believe 
Dreyfus 


will go to England on his release 
which may take place tonight. 


The result of a telegraphic inquiry 


at Rennes this afternoon shows Drey- 
'us has not yet left his prison.

Rennes, Sept. 19.—The news that 


the council of ministers had decided 
to pardon Dreyfus wns received here 
with intense excitement. Dreyfus Is 
still a prisoner. 


DEATH FOLLOWS VICTORY. 


Paris, Sept. 19.—M, Scheurer-Kest- 


ner, the former vice* president of the 
senate and one of the earliest and 
most devoted champions of Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus, is dead. 


M. Scheurer-Kestner's death was 


sudden. EC had been ilj^luring the 
last few days, but it was t%t thought 
that his illness would prove fatal. 
. M. Auguste Scheurer-Kestner, the 
former vice president of the French 
senate and foremost champion of the 
cause of Dreyfus, wns born February 
11, 1833, at Mulhouse, Alsace, from 
which place the Dreyfus family also 
hailed. 


He was president of the Chemila 


society of Paris and was a prominent 
member of a number of other socie- 
ties. He wns political director of the 
Bepublique Frnncaise from 1879 to 
1884 and was a republican in poli- 
tics. He took a great interest in the 
improvement of the working classes 
and in-1805 founded n co-operative 
society for their benefit. His repub- 
lican ideas, in 1867, caused him to 
be sentenced to four months' impris- 
onment and two thousand francs fine. 
He wns elected to the national as- 
sembly in 1871 and in 1875 he was 
first elected to the senate, of which 
lie afterwards became one of the sec- 
retaries nnd eventually one of the 
vice presidents. 


He wns defeated for re-election ns 


vice president January 13, 1878. He 
has written extensively on chemis- 
try. 


THE DRAMATIC FEATURES.

state bureau of statistics, has re- 
ceived reports of the actual yield per 
acre of the various crops in the dif- 
ferent townships of the state, which 
enable him for the first time to make 
an accurate statement of the coiid'- 
tion of this year's crops. . Said he: 
'Reports generally indicate a large 
corn crop. The corn is best in the 
valley land nnd in the northwestern 
part of the state especially. 
Banton 


and Newton counties report immense 
com crops. 
The valley of the Wn- 


bash and its tributaries will afford 
on immense yield. Many of the up- 
lands are also growing an excellent 
corn crop this year on account of thi 
equitable rainfall. We will have n 
large crop of oats. The apple ciop 
is better than it has been for years, 
although reports from some localities 
state that the apples are dropping off. 
The wheat crop hns been the short- 
est Indiana has. produced in several 
years, because of the shortage in the 
northern part of the state. The cen- 
tral and southern parts reported 
large crops. 
In Wayne county the 


claim is made that the average yield 
of wheat will be twenty bushels to 
the acre. In many localities of tin 
northern part of the state the whcai 
crop was a complete failure. Then 
is a fair average yield of buekwhea1 


and fair crops of timothy and clovei 
hay. 
In a good many localities a 


first-class seed crop of clover is re- 
ported. The returns to this office on 
the potato crop, while not complete 
enough 
to 
indicate conclusively, 


point to o fair crop. In some Indi- 
ana counties -tobacco is raised, and 
tlint-crop promises well. The minor 
crops are fair as a rule."

AN INDIANA BENEFACTOR.

The man who makes two blades of 


grass grow where one grew before— 
you know the rest.

farmer has accomplished this and 
more. By scientific crossing he has 
produced a wheat six times more 
fruitful than ordinary—a wheat that 
produces for each grain sown six 
times as many grains as wheat ever 
before produced. 


His crop of this wheat this year is 


less than eleven pounds, of which 


le-lmlf has been sold for $500 and 


the other half is held for higher 
price. 


These prices are for seed purposes, 


of course; but suppose that the wheat 
shall maintain its extraordinary rc- 
pvocluctiveness. 
In a few years in 


that case it will become the standard 
seed wheat of the country. If it mul- 
tiplies our crop by six, as it is alleged 
that it will do, it will raise it from 


average of 500,000,000 bushels 


to 3,000,000,000. At eighty cents a 
bushol this will mean an addition of 
nore than two billion dollars a year 
to the country's wealth. 


To mankind it will mean the most 


stupendous addition ever made to the 
food supply, with greatly reduced 
prices as a consequence. 


Let us hope that the Indiana farm- 


er's new hybrid wheat will preserve 
ts extraordinary fruitfulness.

THE SHANGHAI BANQUET. 
•There has been also," contiued the 


admiral, "a good deal of sensational 
talk about the banquet 
given 
by 


Prince Henry of Prussia in Shnghai. 
It has been reported that I left the 
table because no toast was offered 
the president of the United States 
nnd that Prince Henry was obliged 
•,o send me a written apology. 
After 


the toast to the emperor of Germany 
—which, of course, took precedence 
of all other toasts—the health of the 
czar of Russia 
was 
proposed by 


Prince 
Henry. 
Now, the Russian 


navy wns represented at the banquet 
jy two captains only. As I was n 
commodore, commanding the Asiutii 
station, I outranked these Russian 
officers and the chief magistrate of 
my country should have been toasted 
before their emperor. The presiden 
of the United States was toasted, ant 
also the emperor of China, although 
there were no Chinese guests present 
I snid nothing at the time, but there- 
after neither I nor my officers ap- 
peared at nny of the entertainments 
where Prince Henry was present. 


"Finally he noticed our 
absence 


nnd asked why he had not seen more 
of us. 
The gentleman to whom he 


spoke told him that I could not run 
the risk of a similar Inck of courtesy 
toward the president ngain nnd thnl 


ns seriously offended. 
The next 


morning Prince Henry cnme aboard 
the Olympia in civilian clothes to 
call upon me for the purpose of ex- 
pressing his regret nt the incident. 
He snid he had made 
a 
mistake 


through lack of knowledge of naval 
etiquette and that he hoped I would 
overlook it. I told him not to 
the matter another thought and we 
parted in the most friendly manner, 
lifter an interesting nnd agreeable 
conversation. 
There is no founda- 


tion whatever for the statement that 
I have nny unfriendly feeling for 
Prince Henry or Vice-Admiral von 
Diederichs. For that reason the words 
recently put in my mouth implying 
a slur upon Prince Henry and the 
emperor of Germany were specially 
distasteful to me. I was 
talking 


without thought of being reported, 
nnd therefore I cannot recall exactly 
what I did sny, but I could not have 
used language of thnt nature, since 
it did not represent my ideas." 


WANTS THE TRUTH KNOWN. 
Admiral Dewey does not hesitate 


to express privntely opinions con- 
cerning public questions of great im- 
portance, but he carefully refrains 
from speaking upon matters of inter- 
national interest except upon due re- 
flection. Thnt he should have given 
me the foregoing, with no restrictions 
agninst its publication, implies thnt 
he feels thnt it is time to clear him- 
self of the charge of stirring up ill 
feeling between the United 
States 


nnd Germany by uttering sneers at 
the German imperial family. 
The 


von Diederichs incident is set right, 
in interest of truth, for the benefit of 
future historians, and publication of 
the exact facts at this late day can 
do no harm to anyone.

Special Agent Hathaway Selects New 


Northern Route From the Two 


Petitioned For. 


Special Agent Hathaway who was 


sent to Allen county to report upon 
the desirability of a number of rural 
free delivery mail routes which had 
been petitioned for, completed his 
work and left the city Monday night. 
As to the two northern routes asked 
for, Mr. Hathaway does not believe 
it advisable to establish either, as 
outlined in the petition, but he has 
formed a new route by combining a 
part of each of the others, and will 
doubtless make recommendations up- 
on it.

Monday, leaving the city over the 
IMaysville road and driving to Goeg- 
lein, then to Thurman, then to the 
line between Milan and St. Joe town- 
ships. 
This line road was followed 


to a point near Cedarville, proceeded 
to that village and then returned to 
the eity over the Leo road. 
Mr. 


Hathaway seemed favorably impress- 


tl with the route, except for a stretch 
of dirt road on the township line 
highway. 
On this route there arc 


152 houses, which according: to the 
department's method of calculation, 
would mean that COS persons were to 
be served. 


Lafayette Beaber has been strong- 


ly recommended for carrier oil the 
southern route If it is established, as 
now seems highly probable. 


WOULD DEPORT NEGROES. 


Greenville. S. C.T Sept. 10.—Ex-Sen- 


ator M. C. Butler, of this state, in 
reply to certain questions recently 
asked him by a New York man on 
the race question in the south, says 
he believes the government should 
provide a place of emigration for the 
negroes. He says: "To my mind it 
behooves the government to carry out 
the propsition of President Lincoln 
and provide a home in Central 
or 


South America or elsewhere, where 
the negro may be induced to emi- 
grate nnd set up for himself. 
It 


would be infinitely better for the 
negro, who can never roach the full 
measure of American manhood and 
citizenship with his environments of 
race prejudice and ostracism in this 
country. Race prejudice is not con- 
fined to tlic whi to man and negro. 
It is ns strong and intense between 
the white man and Indian or China- 
man or any other colored race. The 
most advanced stages of civilization 
do liot appear to eradicate it—Chris- 
tianity docs not nor cannot, and the 
only rcfupc for the weaker race is 
an exodus or perpetual subordination 
to the stronger or extermination."

How could ho speak with- 
out notes or to snch a crowd? He was 
honestly in .a condition of genuine 
fright over tho prospect. Ho actually 
felt afraid of facing these men. He 
shrank from tlio ordeal of confronting 
such a crowd. PO different from the 
Sunday audiences ho was familiar with. 


Thero wero half, a dozen long rude 


tables and benches in tho groat room, 
and when tho noon whistle sounded tho 
men poured np stairs from tho machine 
shop below and, seating' themselves al 
tho tables, began to eat their lunch.

peoplo of his own clasa in the sense thn' 
they were familiar in their, drcaa am 
education and habits to him. This wa!> 
a new world to him, and nothing bin 
Iiis new rule of conduct could ha- 
made possible his message nnd its effect. 
Ho spoko on the subject of satisfactior 
with lifo, what caused it, what its real 
sources wore. Ho had tho great good 
sense on this first appenranco nottorec- 
ognizo the men as a class distinct from 
himself.
